It is expected that City Attor¬ 
ney Phil Dodson will negotiate 
the signing of the contract by 
Saturday, and that work will 
start Monday, or shortly there¬ 
after. 

Sierra Madreans will have the 
opoprtunity of witnessing first 
hand an exteremely interesting 
engineering job when the work is 
started by the J. F. Shea com¬ 
pany, to whom the contract for 
the Sierra Madre section of the 
line has been let. The pipe will 
measure 10 feet in diameter, and 
instead of being pre-cast like the 
section to be put across the Hast¬ 
ings Ranch, the local section will 
be cast in place. This means that 
the actual pouring of concrete, 
and setting up of the steel forms 
will be carried on within the 
tunnel itself. 

The tunnel, 1.14 mile long, will 
be sunk about 200 feet east of 
Mountain Trail avenue on Grand 
View, and continue the length of 
the city to the western city boun¬ 
dary. Inasmuch as the pipe must 
be sunk at a minimum 7-foot 
level, the east portal will prob¬ 
ably be excavated to a depth of 
30 or 40 feet to compensate for 
the low area of Grand View in 
the vicinity of Auburn street. By 
keeping at a low level, the tun¬ 
nel may thus be kept in an ap¬ 
proximately even horizontal line. 

Easements will be secured from 
private property owners at vari¬ 
ous spots along the line, where 
air holes will be drilled. Through 
these holes fans will keep fresh 
air in continuous circulation 
through the tunnel.

If you want a bed of 
or few rows of nasturtiums, put 
them in now, too, and be sure to 
get the new fragrant variety, tho 
Golden Gleam. Read the direc¬ 
tions on your seed packets care¬ 
fully and follow them religiously 
j and you’ll be happy. 

What is lovelier than a 10 or 
: 20 foot row of sweet peas in 
bloom at Christmas? You can 
have them if you’ll plant them 
now. 

This is planting time for the 
lovely perennial flowers which you 
should have for next summer’s 
display of color. 

Don’t let the hot weather put 
you off on this important job, or 
you will be sorry next year, when 
the only alternative is buying 
plants on the market and tak¬ 
ing the varieties as they come. 

There are. of course, a few per- | 
ennials which may be bought as 
plants in the spring, and which 
will bloom the first year. Their 
bloom will never be as free oi 
lovely as the well established 
flowers, however. 

Setting out a supply of peren¬ 
nials for transplanting later is 
easier than you might imagine. 
If you have some corner of the 
garden which may in some way 
be shaded, your troubles will be 
small. A good plan is to sink 
small boxes, with the bottoms j 
removed, into the ground. They j 
will form a protecting rim around 
the small bed, and may be j 
covered on the hotest days with , 
a cloth or newspaper.

tional tendencies, and enlarge our 
fund of information. 

"These fields of influence cover 
a wide range of educational val¬ 
ues, extending from the most 
constructive to the seriously de¬ 
structive. Each individual chooses 
from them in accordance with 
standards of value which he has 
accepted as his own. 

"What are the standards that 
are demanded by the best in¬ 
terest of our social security pro¬ 
ject? A fine statement often 
was given by Dr. G. Bromley 
Oxnarn, in his address, 'The Ki- 
wanian in a Changing World, 
reported in The Kiwanis Maga¬ 
zine for July. 

"Dr. Oxnam states six basic 
principles. The first is: Men and 
not tilings are the goal of social 
living. That is to say, the en¬ 
richment of personality, and not 
the acquisition of things, must be 
the main objective of our educa¬ 
tional efforts. 

"The second principle is: The 
solidarity of the human family; 
and the third: the supremacy of 
the common good. It is an in¬ 
escapable truth that, by Divine 
law and by the facts of human 
relationships, the life of every in¬ 
dividual and the life of every 
nation are bound up in the life 
of the world. The fourth prin¬ 
ciple is: equal rights for all. | 
That is the basis of the laws of 
economic, social and political 
justice. 

The fifth principle: Cooperation 
i and not selfish competition, is the 
I law of social progress; and the 
sixth; Love and not force is the 
social bond, complete the set of 
standards by which we are to 
judge the validity of the educa¬ 
tional influences about us, and 
according to, which we are to 
create and conduct our facilities 
for adult education. That must 
be, If adult education Is to be, in 
truth, an aid to social security. 
Those principles are the stand¬ 
ards of life that Kiwanis ac¬ 
knowledges when it says, 'We 
build'.”
